All of the recent moves in the Mex!- 
ean situation, huwever, and all of those 
in contemplation, are kept under cover 
bv the officials shaping the course of 
the administration. After Carranza 
sent back the Atlantic City protocol 
without his signature, it was made 
known that when the time came for the 
next step it would be taken without an- 
nouncement, and that the future policy 
of the administration would be revealed 
only as it was translated into action. 
In line with this decision, the war de- 
partment made no, announcement of the 
withdrawal order today and officials 
there and at the state department and 
the white house rigidly preserved si- 
lence about Mexico. 

Formal Treatment for Carranza. 

It 1s known, however, that President 
Wrilson’s determination to withdraw the 
troops followed closely upon the failure 
of Carranza to ratify the agreement 
entered into at Atlantic City, and that 
Mr. Wilson indorsed the American 
commissioners’ recommendation that he 
act independently on the question of 
withdrawal and adopt a poiicy of pure- 
ly formal, rather than altruistic treat- 
ment of Carranza.

'Governor Says That He 
Will Not Assume New 
Legislature Will Not Pass 
“Bone Dry” Legislation. 


Governor Harris Saturday gave out 
'a statement setting forth his position 
(as to ¢he requests that have been made 

upon him for an extra session of the 
'legislature to pass “bone dry” legisla- 
tion in Georgia, such as would be au- 
thorized by the action of the United 
‘states supreme court in its recent con- 
struction of the Webb-Kenyon act. 

The governor states that he had in- 
tended to announce Saturday his deci- 
sion upon the extra session question, 
but, at the request of a strong delega- 
tion of prohibitionists, has deferred this 
announcement for ten days. 

The governor points out that, while 
it would seem reasonable to give the 
members of the present general assem- 
bly an opportunity to complete the pro- 
hibition work which they started, to 
call an extra session unless some over- 
powering need presented itself, would 
ibe at best an anomalous proceeding. 

Governor Names Conditions. 

The governor will not assume that 
the next legislature will not pass the 
prohibition legislation for which he 
is being urged to call the present legis- 
lature into extra session. 

The governor believes that he would 

justified in calling an extra session 
only “if the right to buy intoxicating 
liquors is subjecting our business to 
strains which were never contemplated, 
if dhere is threatened demoralization to 
the farming interests on account of the 
large shipments made to the colored 
people, if there is a marked and decided 
increase of liquor drinking and a con- 
sequent multiplication of criminals, if 
the law is consequently violated and 
there is no remedy to be found in its 
enforcement.” 

Since an extra session as a means to 
a “dryer” state were first suggested to 
Governor Harris, he has received some 
-00 letters and telegrams urging him 
to call the extra session. Sinve the 
Georgia Anti-Saloon league, however, 
has asked the governor for ten daya’ 
time in which to show him the senti- 
ment of the state and the movement for 
the extra session is thus backed by an

New York, January 27.—A jury in the

o’clock tonight, finding Franklin D. 
Saftord guilty of perjury when he swore 
that James W. Osborne, former assis- 
tant district attorney, was the “Oliver 
Osborne” who accompanied Miss Rae 
Tanzer to a Plainfield, N. J., hotel. 

The jury recommended mercy for Saf- 
ford, who previously had been convict- 
ed and sentenced to a term in prison, 
but was granted a new trial. The 
present trial began January 8. 

In his charge to the jury Judge 
Hand referred to the visit of Miss Tan- 
zer and “Oliver Osborne” to Plainfield, 
N. J., where Safford was employed as 
a clerk in a hotel. 

“Suppose we see who would have 
been most likely to accompany her 
there,” said Judge Hand. “James Ww. 
Osborne or Charles H. Wax? Which 
would have been most likely to have 
engaged in this enterprise of gallantry 
—Mr. Osborne, who was 65 years old 
and had a grown child, or Wax, who 
confessed having a bent for the egnter- 
prises of this kind?”

zens of Atlanta to demand a proper 
plan of organization. 

Noreross Proposes Remedy. 

Mr. Norcross outlined before’ the 
Presidents’ club remedial measures for | 
this condition, the prime requisite of | 
which is the creation of an office of 
chief of construction which has been 
based not upon popular election, but 
upon a man’s qualifications for the |

New York, January 27.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press. From European Cables 
of the Day.)—The British forces have 
again struck on the Somme front and 
the Germans have been compelled to 
yield a commanding portion of a strong 
position. The British blow was dealt 
near Le Transley. Over 350 Germans, 
including six officers, were captured. 
Counter attacks by the Germans were 
repulsed with heavy losses. 

Sharp fighting continues about Hill 
304 in the Verdun sector. After subject- 
ing the German defense works at Epar- 
ges and Hill 304 to an intense bombDard- 
ment, the French stormed the trenches 
recently occupied by the Germans, but, 
according to the Berlin war office, the 


attack failed with heavy losses. 


Fresh Russian troops have reinforced 
the line east of the River Aa in the 
Riga district, but were unable to drive 
the Germans from ground they recently 
captured. On the other nand, German 
attempts to thraqw back the Russian 
line in the vicinity of Kalnzem were 
unsuccessful. 

After eleven hours of desperate 
fighting, the Rumanians have forced 
backward the Teutonic troops south of 
the Kasino and Suchitza valleys, in 
Moldavia.

OVER FROZEN SNOW 
BRITISH CHARGED. 


London, January 27.—The British 
army, says a Reuter’s correspondent at 
the British headquarters in France, 
shared in the emperor’s birthday in the 
Somme area in characteristic fashion. 
“While the frozen snow,” says the cor- 
respondent, “was beginning to glisten 
like crystals in the broadening dawn, 
the British guns thundered out a mes- 
eage, not of greeting, ‘but of death. A 
whirlwind bombardment rolled shrilly 
down the long northern and eastern 
lines. The troops suddenly sprang from 
the British trenches and went across No 
Man’s Land with that deliberate pre- 
cision which has formed such a fea- 
ture of these recent operations. 

“The enemy seems to have made but 
a poor fight of it. Although it is to» 
early yet. to get full details of the af- 
fair, heavy losses were inf icted on the 
enemy and about 250 of them gsurren- 
dered to the British. It is understood 
the British casualties were very light.

Committee on Armenian and 
Syrian Relief Shows Ap- 
palling Situation and Asks 
for More Funds. 


New York. January 27.—That hun- 
dreds of thousands of deported Arme- 
nians are suffering, many of them 
starving and that a large increase in 
funds will be needed to meet the situa- 
tion, was thé information given out 
here today by the American committee 
for Armenian and Syrian relief. 

Private ocablegrams coming from 4 
confidential source, but with unques- 
tioned authority, tell that thousands of 
Greeks who have been deported are also 
dependent on the agensts of the commit- 


tee for food. 

A cablegram dated January 13 reads 
as follows: 

Refugees Greatly Augmented. 

“Reports now arriving show numbers and 
needs of refugees greatly augmented. 
Through German channels new reports show 
present aspect of relief work at Aleppo as 
follows: In five industrial homes five thou- 
sand women and chitdren lodge and work; 
ten thousand deported people on food lists, 
two thousand children in our orphanages, in 
outlying towns, including naval stations, 
Kene, Hamadares, Damascus, 6,030 Armen- 
fans are reached through reliable agents. 
In Ourfa, Marash, Dores, Aintab districts, 
100,000 look to us for bread, while large 
numbers which cannot yet be approximately 
estimated, are coming from the desert seeK- 
ing food, shelter and clothing. 

‘Like situation is reported from Samsoun, 
Sivas; Harpoot, Konia, Brusa and Smyrna, 
showing unexpected number of Armenians 
living in hiding and that Moslems are now 
turning to us for aid. Naturally, the needs 
of all are increasing at this season, and as 
it now appears that we have 300,000 Ar- 
menians on our lists, these alone need thirty 
thousand pounds ($132,000) per month to 
provide only ten piasters (forty-four cents) 
per head monthly. 

“Besides Armenian and Turkish sufferers 
thousands of Greeks, owing to Greek depor- 
tations, are now turning to us for help. 
Although threatened deportation of Greeks 
from Samsoun district has not yet been 
carried out, thousands have been deported 
to the interior from the Kerassund and 
Marmara districts as well as from Thrace. 
While these deportations have not been like 
the so-called deportation of Armenians, 
many lives have been lost through suffering 
and disease and the business of all who 
have been so deported has been ruined. My 
uttention has been called to a case which 
is one of the many where of one hundred 
and fifty Greek peasants deported from the 
Marmara vilages, who have managed to 
come to Constantinople some months ago, 
eighty have already perished. 

Food Supplies Short, 

“It must be realized that today there is 
no longer an Armenian and Syrian relief, 
but that there is the relief of Greeks and 
even of thousands of Turks themselves. 
While many of the latter can receive some 
relief from their own government, and they 
themselves have means, as they were not 
robbed like the Christians and some of them 
may be undeserving, yet as there are thou- 
sands of innocent women and children 
among them and thousands who are on the 
verge of starvation, I belleve as a matter 
of humanity, and also as a matter of policy, 
we should do something for them, doing 
which we facilitate our work among Chris- 
tian sufferers. 

“Tne shortage of food supplies in the 
country is assuming a most serious char- 
acter. To what extent will you authorize 
us to go in meeting these new needs?’’ 

The above represents only one of the com- 
mittees’ channels of distribution. 

Another cablegram is at hand from the 
American consul at Tiflin reading: 

“Committee, after personal investigation 
of several large districts, report acute dls- 
tress among refugees. Suffering of widows 
and children intense.

The poor of Bag- 
dad, Mosul and surrounding country have 
seized everything movable, so that there is 
universal misery and want. No supplies of 
any sort are coming into Mesopotamia No 
trade route is open sava that of Syria, and 
Syria is worse off than Mesopotamia. All 
native commodities have disappeared. Most 
of the shops are empty and closed for want 
Pof things to sel}l."’ 


Situation in West Persia. 


Another cablegram received from W. §S. 
Vanneman, M. . treasurer of the west 
Persia relief committee, reads: 

“Destitute increasing. Other relief funds 
diminishing. Eight thousand more refu- 
gees. Aid Sunni destitute imperative. One 
eee thousand dollars needed spring sow- 
ng.”’ 

Perhaps the first two words in this cable- 
gran) should read: ‘‘destitution increasing,” 
but if it is correct as it stands, it means 
the number. of destitute people is increa-ing. 
“The other relief funds refers to help here- 
tofore received from British and Russian 
sources. “The eight thousand more refugees” 
doubtless refers to this number of addi- 
tional Nestorian refugees recently arrived 
from the mountains of eastern Turkey. The 
one hundred thousand dollars needed for 
spring sowing ia in addition to an itemized 
request for two hundred and ninety-five 
thousand dollars made in a previous cable 
for distinctively rellef work. 

Including American consuls and mission- 
aries, the American Committee for Arme- 
nian and Syrian Relief, 70 Fifth avenue, 
New York, has nearly two aundred repre- 
sentatives in various parts of the Turkish 
empire, who. in the face of great danger 
from epidemics and disease, are remaining 
at their posts and su rvising personally 
the distribution of relief. 

None of the consuls or missionaries re- 
ceive any compensation from relief funds 
for the service that they render. The ex- 
penses of the committee are met privately, 
so the contributors have the assurance that 
every penny sent to Charles R. Crane, the 
treasurer, is cabled to the field 
exclusively for relief work. 


PREMIER OF RUMANIA

Paris, January 27.—The Rumanian 
premier, J. J. C. Bratiano, who is in Pe- 


trograd for a conference with the Rus- 
sian authorities, is quoted in a Temps 
dispatch as saying he was glad to find 
in Russia the same feeling of unshak- 
able faith in the outcome of the war as 
in the beginning. He declared that the 
Rumanian army would soon be com- 
pletely reformed and that the time was

While the governor and comptroller 
general have been forced, in order to 
meet appropriations, to restore the tax 
rate of five mills, or $5 on the thou- 
sand, this was necessary to meet the 
losses of revenue, resulting from a re- 
peal on the taxes on near-beer and 
locker clubs, and to meet the addi- 
tional appropriations to “old soldiers 
and increases of tne public school 
fund. Judge Hart thinks the increase 
of values which he confidently looks 
for this year should enable the state 
to recover the loss of revenue result- 
ing from the abolition of the liquor 
taxes, and expresses the hope that 
the tax rate may thereafter be re- 
duced. His idea is the state should 
adopt the policy of a fair valuation of 
all property for taxation and a low 
tax rate as the ideal system of taxa- 
tion. A high tax rate drives to cover 
property which can be concealed, while 
a low tax rate has the opposite effect. 
In other words men will justify their 
consciences in concealing property 
when the rate is confiscatory, but will 
make a fair return when the rate is 
reasonable. He again expresses the 
hope in his report that the legislature 
will authorize him to call into annual 
session for a couple of days the vari- 
ous boards of local assessors of the 
state, that they may have the oppor- 
tunity of discussing the tax problem 
and adopt a uniform practice in receiv- 
ing, assessing and equalizing property 
for taxation.

New York, January 27.—Villa and his 
troops are in potential control] of north- 
ern Mexico and await only the with- 
drawal of the American punitive expe- 
dition to make that ccratrol an actual 
one, according to John J. Hawes, Villa’s 
official agent in New York. 

Basing his assertions upon informa- 
tion brought to him here, he says, by 
messengers direct from Villa, who is 
deciared to be in command of the forces 
investing Chihuahua, Hawes asserted 
today that twenty CarrantYa generals, 
commanding nearly 15,900 Mexican 
troops in several states adjoining the 
international border, have made repre- 
sentations to Villa that when the latter 
gives the word they will turn from Car- 
ranza. This word will ve given, ac- 
cording to Hawes, as soon as General 
Pershing’s troops have returned to the 
United States. 

Hawes said he had been told by the 
Villa messengers that the defection of 
the Carranza forces would be accom- 
plished peacefully. When the Carranza 
troops have placeg themselves under 
Villa’s command, Hawes said, he was 
informed by the Villa messengers, an 
offensive, described as a “Mexican 
spring drive’ would be begun imme- 
diately against those Carranza forces 
who remain loyal to the de facto presi- 
dent. 

According to Hawes, this offensive 
will be conducted in a manner which 
will insure protection for American and 
other foreign interests in Mexico. 

Meanwhile, Hawes said, Villa is un- 
dertaking to prove to the American 
xovernment that he did not lead the “o- 
lumbus raid which caused the loss of 
American lives. Between 1500 and 
2,000 affidavits, of which 90 per cent 
are signed by Americans residing in 
Mexico, are being prepared tending to 
prove that Villa was elsewhere on the 
night of the raid. These, Hawes as- 
serted, would be filed wit the state 
department.

Many of the assistants 
retain their positions eitner because of 
personal or family relationships, or po- 
litical pull. 

Many Things Lacking. 

“(c) No studies have been made baseu 
on Atlanta data as to the suitability of 
pavements adapted for differenk classes 
of traffic: no reliable maintenance cost 
data is kept: no system of: reports is 
maintained on slightly damaged pave- 
ments, the early repair of which would 
prevent permanent damage to the struc- 
ture. The lack of a modern and effi- 
cient filing system for such important 
data as original maps is evident. The 
annual reports are striking examples 
of what reports should not be. 

‘(d) The general engineering details 
and specifications with some exceptions 
are not modern, and in many instances 
are entirely inadequate to meet local 
conditions. The deplorable condition 
of our pavements confirins this state- 
ment.

“All the blame, however, is_ not 
chargeable to the construction depart- 
ment. There are other contributing 
causes. For example, only in rare in- 
stances does the engineering depart- 
ment have the final say as to the type 
of pavement which shall be laid on any 
street or streets, neither do they have 
the initiative. Frequently this is taken 
by these who are seeking to promote 
some special form of pavement Or par- 
ticular type of paving material. These 
promoters oftimes secure the signatures 
of abutting property owners to a peti- 
tion, and upon receipt of such petition 
some councilmen or aldermen direct the 
engineering department to make sur- 
veys and prepare’ estimates. Pave- 
ments desired by the property owners 
may or may not be suitable or eco- 
nomical.

“The city of Atlanta has no well de- 
ned rule regarding the selection of 
the type of pavement used in certain 
zones or districts. The necessity for 
such selections can easily be appreciat- 
ed by outlining certain general rules. 
For example, in warehouse and whole- 
sale districts, where traffic is dense 
and loads great and noise is not objec- 
tionable, granite blocks are probably 
the best pavement. In districts con- 
taining high class office buildings, 
where traffic is very dense and grades 
not too great and a noiseless pave- 
ment is desirable, asphalt or creosoted 
wood blocks can be used to advantage. 
On streets partly business and partly 
residential, where travel is heavy, brick 
and asphalt may prove satisfactory. In 
high grade residential districts, sheet 
asphalt or bitulithic is generally satis- 
factory, and on less pretentious streets, 
having light traffic, lower grades of 
asphalt, bitulithic and bituminous mac- 
[adam give good results. 


Data Should be Used. 


“These rules are fundamentally 
sound, and no pavements’ should . be 
placed on any street in any district 
| without having first accurately deter- 
mined the most, suitable pavement for 
that particular street.

The selection should not be con- 
fined to a resident of the city of At- 
lanta. A sufficiently large salary 
should be offered to secure the proper 
man.

He should re- 
tain office during the proper adminis- 
tration of same and be removable only 
for cause. 

“He should have the power to select 
the heads of the various divisions of 
his department, and the other assist- 
ants might well be placed under prop- 
erly-constructed civil se:vice rules. 

“Especial attention is directed to tha 
necessity of an adequate corps of in- 
spectors, every one of whom should be 
an engineer, properly ruined in the 
particular class of work to which he 
is assigned. 

(2) Mv second recommendation is 
the preparation of an accurate ani 
detailed map of the citv of Atlanta, 
from which could be prepared a map 
showing the existing street and bridce 
structures. 

Divided Into Districts. 


“(3) Mv third recommendation is that 
the city of Atlanta be divided into dis- 
tricts, or zones, within which only cer- 
tain classes of street improvements 
should be constructed. Detailed rules 
as to the methods of selecting the tvve 
of pavements and other improvements 
should be prepared and strictly fol- 
lowed. 

‘*“(4) My fourth recommendation is 
that a general plan be prepared as 
far in advance as is practicable for the 
avstematic paving of streets. This vlan 
should be flexible enough to meet local 
and unanticipated conditions. 

“Street improvement contracts should 
he awarded only after proper competi- 
tion, the chief of construction being 
given power to call in adequate ex- 
pert assistance to prepare specifica- 
tions and details. 

“(5) All discussions and _ business 
transactions between the different de- 
partments of the city government, bear- 
ing on construction contracts should be 
a matter of written record.

Wanted by Congress of 
Patriotism--Universal Mil- 
itary Training IsApproved.

Washington, January 27.—Emphatic 
approval of a broad scheme of national 
defense was given unanimously today 


by the Congress of Constructive Patriot- 


ism at the closing business session of | 


its meeting here under the auspices 
of the Nationa! Security league. In a 
Sstakement of principles the congress 
deciared for universal military training, 
for restoration of the navy to second 
place in the Atlantic and first place in 
the Pacific, for development of Amer- 
ican woman power, for a nation-wide 
campaign for patriotism through edv- 
cation, and for effective \mericaniza- 
tion efforts to destroy dual citizenship. 

Tonight the meting came to an end 
With a banquet attended iy more than 
800 delegates, who heard addresses by 
Rear Admiral Robert EK. Peary, Senator 
Chamberlain, chairman of the senate 
military committee: former Senator La- 
fayette Young, of Iowa, and George W. 
Wickersham, former attorney general. 
Admiral Peary outlined a program for 
developing air power for defense and 
reviewed the part air attacks have had 
in the fighting of the present war. 

Declaration of’ Principles. 

In its declaration of principles, the 
eongress affirmed the belief that the 
right of the individual] to life, liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness the 
basic principle of the American govern- 
ment, and then declared: 

“And we hold that in our relations 
with foreign governments we should 
continue to affirm and to defend these 
rights.” 

All Americans, it 
brought to recognize 
that beset our republic,’ 
‘we are unprepared to defend our na- 
tional integrity against other nations 
whose aspirations and theories of gov- 
ernment may be in conflict with ours.” 

The congress adopted also a commit- 
lee report outlining a comprehensive 
plan of spreading knowledge on the 
duty and privileges of citizenship, and 
a resolution urging the enactment of 
legislation to secure ‘‘a national execu- 
tive budget system.” 

In recommending universal training, 
the congress indorsed the following 
weneral principles:

Peary on Command of Air. 

Admiral Peary said the day was at 

hand when command of land or sea 
would mean nothing without command 
of the air, and that no attack can be 
driven home on [uropean battle fronts 
without the assistance of the air serv- 
ice. 
“At the present time,” he said, “four 
foreign powers, probably six, have the 
men, the machines and the expert | 
knowledge that would enable any one 
ot them by issuing an order today, to 
destroy Washington or any other of 
our great coastal cities from the air 
in a single night two weeks from now. 
We have neither airplanes nor dirigi- 
bles, nor aviators, nor anti-aircraft 
guns, nor any other means of prevent- 
ing such destruction.” 

The United States, the admiral said, 
could be given an adequate air power 
through a program providing for a 
separate department of aeronautics, 
with a place in the president's cabi- 
net: an aviation class including many 
thousands of young men throughout 
the country; a driving home of broad 
conceptions of aeronautic needs on the 
floor of coprgress; a comprehensive 
aero-coast defense system, including 
a contipuous cordon of sentinel planes 
off shore: co-ordination of efforts to 
develop aeronautics, backed by power- 
ful financial interests: and a great 
central aeronautic manufacturing 
plant. 

To cover the expense of these meas- 
ures, Admiral Peary said, a bond is- 
sue should be authorized. The mil- 
lions spent on the army and navy, he 
declared, “will be wasted unless we 
have such an air fleet as will give the 
United States unquestioned command 
of the air for the continent of North 
America.” 

Former Senator Young pleaded for 
national efforts to weld the country 
into one nation. He urged that no im- 
migrant be.admitted to citizenship un- 
til his every qualification had been 
adequately tested. 

Monroe Doctrine in History. 

Mr. Wickersham dwelt upon the 

lace the Monroe doctrine had played 
mn American history. 

“Our nation was greatest,” he said, 
“when it most clearly recognized its 
responsibilities and most courageously 
stood forward, sword in hand, to en- 
force them. We have talked much of 
late—too much—about peace, without 
regard for any consideration of what 
peace entails. Some of us have talked 
and are ‘still talking about becoming 
part of a league to enforce peace ap- 
parently without reflecting that such 
a league is but another name for an of- 
fensive and defensive alliance such as 
aur whole national histor. and policy 
rin counter to. 

“Tf we are permanently to surrender 
our right to exclude the nations of 
Europe or Asia from the extension of 
their institutions to South and Central 
America. it will be idle to talk of form- 
ing an international peace league.” 

Although the United States possesses 
a productive equipment in erycess of 
that of any other two powers, it would 
take from 5 to 30 years to produce its 
own munitions for a great war as at 
present organized. Howard FE. Coffin. 
member of the advisory committee of 
the National lTefense council, told the 
congress. 

‘Congress has done already nearly 
everything it is necessary for con- 
gress to do toward industrial prepara- 
tions.” he said. “What remains. to 
be done must be done by ‘sheer hard 
work alone.”

Farmers of South Richer 
By Half Billion Dollars 
Than This Time Last Year 


Washington, January 27.—‘Farmers 
of the south are better off by half a 
billion dollars than they were this 
time last year,” said President Fairfax 
Harrison, of the Southern Railway sys- 
tem, referring to the figures of ag- 
gregate crop values published by the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture, } 

“These figures show,” said Mr. Har- 
rison, “that in the states of Virginia, 
North Carolina, South Carolina, Florida, 
Tennessee, Alabama and 
Mi'ssissippi, the total value of all crops 
grown in 1916 was $1,882,060,000, as 
compared with $1,377,352,000 in 19165, 
an increase of $504,708,000, or 36.64 per 
cent. These figures are arrived at 
by taking the reported values of 13 
principal crops as to which the agri- 
cultural department collects annual 
statistics and adding values for all 
other crops based on the percentages 
of the 13 crops to all crops as shown 
by the census of 1910. 

“While the increased total value 
shown is, in large par® due to higher 
prices for farm products, it is truly 


remarkable when taken in connec- 
tion with the unfavorable weather con- 
ditions which prevailed in a large part 
of the territory. In some localities, as 
a result of adverse weather conditions 
and the damage done by the Mexican 
cotton boll weevil, crop yields were 
substantially reduced, but, taking the 
south as a whole, its farmers were 
never more prosperous than at this 


time.”

President H. G. Hastings, of the Geor- 
gia Children’s Home society yesterday 
cave out a statement urgng Atlantas 
generous support of that organization 
which is now raising an additional 
fund of $3,500 in this city for the 1917 
work, and showing a saving to the 
people of the state of at least $94,090 
annually through the excellent work 
being done by that institution in plac- 
ing the homeless child in private homes. 

‘If we put the same kind of think- 
ing into our charity that we do in our 
business,” says Mr. Hastings, “the mat- 
ter of supporting the Georgia Children’s 
Home society may look something like 
this: 

“We cannot deny that a good home is 
the best place in the world for any 
child that is not afflicted physically or 
mentally. Because a child is denied its 
own parents ig not sufficient reason 
to me why it should be consigned to the 
abnormal Mfe of an institution. The 
orphan asylum may be the very best 
in the world, and yet it cannot equal 
the average good home for training a 
child. 

“It is reported that we have in Geor- 
gia more than thirty institutions for 
dependent children, these homes or 
asylums having constantly within their 
walls approximately 3,000 homeless 
children, costing the public about a 
half million dollars a year to support 
and educate the children therein. With 
the present high cost of living the av- 
erage expense per child annually when 
kept in one of our institutions, is from 
$150 to $200. High cost of living is lia- 
ble to remain with us for some time. 
At the same time the number of de- 
pendent children will, in all probability, 
go on increasing. So why not find a 
more economical way, while finding a 
better way to provide permanently for 
at least some of these children?

Now, 
if the general public will support the 
Home society, we may be abe to care 
for the increasing numbers of orphan 
children by placing them in homes, with 
even less total expense to the pwpblic 
than when the numbers were much 
smaller. 

“We are asking Aslanta for only a 
few thousand dollafs increase over last 
vear, giving us a total from this city 
of only $7,500. With this amount from 
Atlanta, which generally takes the lead 
in advance methods and movements in 
the state, we can expect a much larger 
income from the general public 
throughout the state. And we are go- 
ing to need it this year.”

Mayor Gill is accused of having ac- 
cepted a $4,000 bribe from Logan Bil- 
lingsley at the time the alleged con- 
spiracy began. Several instances where 
Chief Beckingham took _ substantial 
bribes from Billingsley and in which, 
it is charged he aided them to steal 
liquor consigned ta other persons, are 
alleged by the federal authorities. In- 
dicted December 22, 1916, for conspir- 
acy to violate the federal liquor laws, 
Logan and Fred Billingsley entered 
pleas of guilty in the United States 
district court and became witnesses 
for the government.

To supplement the fruits, nuts are 
‘about the best things that can be 
' planted. In the higher altitudes and 
latitudes, the chestnut and chinquapin 
were formerly found in great abund- 
dance, though but few are found there 
‘now. They have been cut for various 
{purposes or have been killed by dis- 
,ease. The hazelnut, though of minor 
| importance, had also a wide distribu- 
|tion. Hickories of several different 
| kinds were and are quite plentiful; 
the shell bark is the only species of 
the hickory, the nuts of which are of 
value for eating, the others having 
such thick hulls that the meats are not 
readily extracted and the nuts therefore 
are fit for nothing but ‘mast.’ 

It is questionable if there would be 

any good result from the planting of 
any of these, though the hazelnut be- 
ing small in size could be easily tried 
out. The pecan is one of the best nuts 
if not the best which was ever found; 
the trees for the most part are pro- 
lific in bearing, free of disease, and 
very ornamental in appearance; the 
nuts are of vVurious sizes but all of 
the improved varieties have nuts hav- 
ing thin shells and meats which well 
fill the hull. The nuts vary some in 
seality, but there are none that are 
ad. 
The pecan {Is a species of hickory. 
it is found growing wild on many of 
the river bottoms of Texas and other 
gulf states in abundance, but occurs in 
less numbers even as far north as 
along the Ohio river. It is adapted 
especially to these loose, alluvial soils 
of the river bottoms and grows more 
rapidly and does fully as well if on 
land that overflows every few years, 
though it will not thrive in swainps 
which remain wet for any length of 
time. I¢ seems that the pecan also 
thrives on the sandy lands of the coast- 
al plain, as for example, in south Geor- 
gia, where there is now developing an 
immense pecan industry. Upon all of 
the farms of the lower Piedmont region 
and of the coastal plains, we think the 
pecan should be planted, a few at least, 
Le) supply the farmer and his family 
with its nuts “in due season.” Sev- 
eral years are required for the pecan 
to come into bearing though there is a 
considerable variation among differ- 
ent varieties in regard to this point; 
it remains though that since it will te 
several years in coming into bearing, 
the sooner the trees are put out, tiie 
sooner will their nuts be available for 
the farmer and his family. 


Several Varieties of Pecans. 


There are several varieties from 
which one can choose in gelecting pe- 
cans. There are some that are more 
hardy and these should be taken for 
Planting in the more northern portion 
of the pecan belt, but the most impor- 
tant thing to take into consideration is 
the blooms or maturity of the blooms 
in the different varieties. Every one 
18 acquainted with the fact tha in 
Strawberries there are different kinds 
of flowers, the perfect and the imper- 
fect, and that if one plants an imper- 
fect flowering variety he must also 
plant a perfect flowering one from 
which the other may obtain pollen for 
the fertilzation of its stigma—other- 
wise there will be no fruit formed. In 
pecans there is a similar peculiarity, 
Or more properly speaklug, an analo- 
gous one, though with the latter it is 
not because of imperfect flowers ‘hat 
there is trouble, but because the male 
and female parts of the flowers do noi 
inature at the same time, and there- 
fore no pollenization of the stigma van 
be effected; in some varieties this phe- 
nomenon is well marked, but in others 
there is no difficulty. Should one of 
the varieties having this peculiarity 
be planted by itself, the resulting crop 
would not be very full. The varieties 
have been classified into these two 
groups and the information is availa- 
ble to those who are interested by ad- 
dressing the nurserymen or the ex- 
periment station. 

In getting trees it is advisable to get 
those four to six feet high as being 
fully as good as those higher and more 
easily transplanted. Prepare the holes 
at distances of thirty-five to forty feet 
apart, much as would be done for fruit 
trees, by digging or blasting much 
larger holes than the tree actually 
fills, but ee this so that leaf mold, 
manure or other fertilizing material 
may be placed therein go as to favor 
the tree in its new location. Budded 
trees of such height are now to be 
had for half a dollar each, or less in

The nurseries have the trees, the time 
for planting is fast passing by; the 
entire family like and need the nuts, so 
why longer delay in setting them out? 

We received an inquiry recently from 
a party who considered planting nuts 
several in a hill at the intervals 
quired for the large trees, over an area 
of 250 acres; from the resulting trees 
he contemplated saving two of 
best in each hill and topworking or 
buddin these to standard 
This plan requires the protection of 
individual trees or hills for long peri- 
ods of time and trouble in cultivation, 
as they are so scattered, but the main 
trouble comes when they are “worked” 
over to standard varieties. Expert

FAMOUS I GANE 


George Wright Will Cele- 
brate His Seventieth Birth- 
day Today — Was Once a 
Famous Cricketer. 


It was just threescore and ten years 
ago this Sunday—on January 28, 1847— 
that George Wright, honored through- 
out fandom as one of the fathers of 
Professional baseball, was porn in Har- 
lem, New York city. since retiring 
from baseball in 1880 he has become a 
wealthy manufacturer of Boston and he 
still takes a keen interest in tennis 
and golf, as well as in‘ nis first love, 
cricket and baseball. 

The name of Wright looms large 
in the history of the diamond pastime. 
George Wright's brother, Harry, now 
dead, organized the first professional 
baseball clup, the immorta] Cincinnati 
Red Stockings of ’69, and was one of 
the greatest managers and players the 
Same has ever had. A spiendid monu- 
ment in Philadelphia rmmarks his last 
resting place. 

The father of Harry 
Wright was an Englishman, Sam 
Wright, a professonal cricketer of 
wide fame. He came to American to act 
&s coach for a team of gentlemen crick- 
eters who played on the Elysian field 
in Hoboken, where the first match 
Zame of baseball was played. Cricket 


was the first love of George and Harry 
Wright, but baseball early appealed to 
them, and they adopted it in spite of 
the protestations of their father, who 
insisted that the new-fangled Ameri- 
can sport was crude and uninterest- 
ing as compared with his beloved 
cricket. 

George Wright began plaving cricket 
at the Red House in Harlem when he 
was only nine years old, and later be- 
came a star with the St. George’s Crick- 
et club at Hoboken, being a member 
of the team that played visiting orick- 
et clubs from England. He played 
baseball with a junior outfit at sixteen, 
and a couple of vears tater joined the 
Gotham club of New York, one of the 
pioneer teams, while Harry Wright was 
with the Knickerbockers, the first reg- 
ular ball club ever organized. 

Just half a century ago George 
Wright transferred his allegiance to 
the Union club, of Morrisania, when 
that team held the championship. In 
1869 he joined his brother Harry in Cin- 
cinnati, as a wearer of the Red Stock- 
ings, the emblem o% the poneer profes- 
sional club. Before that Mr. Wright 
made a tour of the west with the Wash- 
ington Nationals, the only defeat suf- 
fered on the trip being that at Rock- 
ford. 

_In his early days, on the diamond 
George Wright was a catcher, but an 
injury he sustained while plaving that 
position cured him of any desire to 
backstop. He then went to left field, 
and later became a shortstop, winning 
his greatest fame in that job. 

When the National Assoctation of pro- 
fessional clubs was launched in ’7I1, 
Harry Wright became captain and man- 
ager of the Boston club, and George 
Wright was shortstop. ‘The Bostonians 
won four straight pennants. George 
was shortstop of the Boston club whicn 
won the National league pennant in ’77 
and again in ’78. The following year he 
was engaged as manager and captain 
of the Providence club of the National 
Teague, which won the pennant. He re- 
tired from baseball in 1889, and engaged 
in the sporting goods business in Bos- 
ton. 

Harrv and George Wright were mem- 
bers of the Boston cub, accompanied 
by the Athletics, made a trip to ling- 
land in 1874. They plaved cricket as 
well as baseball, and won every game 
with the crack English teams, except 
one, which was a draw. George Wright 
made the record for the largest score 
in a match, rolling up fifty runs at 
Manchester.

|Ethics of Short Selling 


by Financiers 


New York, January 27.—(Special.)— 
If short selling were abolished what 
would be the effect on the stock mar- 
ket? That question was raised this 
week by Congressman Bennet while 
Sherman L. Whippie, special counse 


for the congressional leak committee, 
{was cross-examining President Noble, 
of the New York stock exchange on 
the question of manipulation. That 
very same question was raised during 
the Hughes investigation of the StocK 
exchange back n 1909; it reappeared 
in 1913, when Samuel Untermyer was 
cross-examining stock exchange wit- 
nesses in its money trust investigation. 
Even to the mind trained to handle 
involved financial problems, there are 
many disputed points as to the morals 
or ethics of short selling. J.- Mor- 
gan, the elder, stated frequently, W hen 
on the witness stand, that never in his 
life had he ever svid stocks short. Only 
last week Charles H. Sabin and Otto H. 
Kahn stated while testifying at Wasb- 
ington in whe Jeak hearing that od 
had never sold a single share of —— 
short. Noble, the president of the stoc 
exchange, who was the first witness 
called this week, made the same state~- 
ment. If men of that type invariably 
disavow short-selling, it is not surpris- 
ing that the ordinary every-day Dusi- 
ness man is confused by the heavy 
daily transactions of the stock eX-~ 
change which call for the sale of some- 
thing which the seller does not Own. 


Shert Selling Described. 
“What is a short sale?’ Was aakee 
early this week of Nobie by the shrewd 
but constantly smiling Boston cross 
examiner. 

“It is a transaction which is the exact 
reverse of buying stock for a rise, 
was the prompt reply. “That !s, in one 
case, say, 100 shares of United States 
steel are bought because the yond 
thinks the price will advance, ce 
ting him to sell out at a profit. in t a 
other case, a trader thinks the phan Mies 
United States Stee] in the open mar cee 
is too high, and he borrows 100 shares 
from some broker who is carrying Bos 
for long account, and sells it In the 
open inarket; that is, sells 1 short, hop- 
ing to buy it back lower at a profi. 

As far as morals are concerned, there 

is absolutely no differential between 
speculating for a rise and speculating 
on the short side. In one case, A puts 
up margin to buy 100 shares of sKeel, 
selling, say, at $100 a share, hoping the 
price in the open market will advan &, 
Say, to 110, thus permitt:ng the sale 
of that stock at a profit of $1,900. Few 
people ever question a man’s moral 
right to carrv on speculation such 
uat described. 
' Here is the opposite transaction, or 
short-selling. B thinks United States 
Steel, selling in the open market at, say 
$100 a share, is selling too high, and 
that the price will decline. He orders 
his broker to sell 100 shares short, the 
broker borrowing 190 shares of the 
stock from some other broker, who has 
a client holding for a rise. In that 
way the client who is long escapes 
paying the carrying charges. That is 
why be is anxious to lend his stock. 
The broker, who borrows the 100 shares 
of Steel for B, immediately on borrow- 
ing it, sells the stock in the open mar- 
ket, thus raising $10,000 cash. That 
money is kept in hand until it is used 
to buy in the open market 100 shares of 
Steel, at say, 90. The Steel thus pur- 
chased is returned to the broker from 
whom it was originally borrowed, and 
the profit between 90 and 100, or $1,000 
is turned over to trader B. 


Other Questions Involved. 


That is simple. No question of mor- 
als is involved. That other questions 
are involved, however, was made plain 
by Kahn in the speech he made only 
last Wednesday night at the dinner of 
stock exchange members. This is what 
the banker said: 

“Short sellers are born, not made. 
But if there were not people born who 
sell short, they would almost have to 
be invented. Short-selling has a legiti- 
mate place ir the scheme of things eco- 
nomic. It acts as a check on undue op- 
timism, it tends to counteract the dan- 
ger of an upward runaway market, it 
supplies a sustaining force in a heavily 
declining market at times of unexpect- 
ed shock or panic. It is a valuable 
element in preventing extremes of ad- 
vance and decline. The practice of short- 
selling has been sanctioned by econ- 
omists from the first Napoleon's minis- 
ter of finance to Horace White in our 
day. While laws have at various times 
been enacted to prohibit that operation, 
it is a noteworthy fact that in every 
instance I know of those laws have 
been repealed after a short experience 
of their effects.” 

But, while there is no question of 
morals concerned in short-selling, ap- 
arently there is ger ono 4 which 
eeps some men from selling borrowed 
stocks. 

“Why have vou never sold stocks 
short?’ was asked Mr. Kahn, in a con- 
versation the day he returned from tes- 
tifying before the leak committee at 
Washington. 

“I was in hopes I would be asked that 
question when I was on the stand,” was 
his reply. 
I can see no difference between buying 
stocks for a rise or selling them short 
for a decline. As I see it, it is purely 
a question of mental attitude. Person- 
ally, I could get no satisfaction or 
pleasure out of selling stocks short. I 
do not have to make money that way 
and I feel that if I were ever tempte 
to sell short I would constantly have 
before me a mental picture of a person 
who was suffering for my gain. It 
is simply a condition of mind. I do 
not like to be a bear—that is, to look 
on the gloomy side of life—and I could 
get no pleasure out of money made at 
the expense of someone else.

“From the moral viewpoint, ° 


short-selling,” the banker continued. 
“When traders start out to sell stocks 
short—that is, to bear the market—all 
kinds of harmful untruths of a de- 


pressing character are likely to be cir- 
culated, such as those now being tola 
about the part prominent men took in 
the alleged leak scandal. A man who 
sells stocks short cannot make a prof- 
it unless others subsequently sell, thus 
causing prices to further decline. 
In order to frighten others into selling, 
professional traders are likely to circu- 
late all kinds of vicious and harmful 
rumors. That is another reason why 
I have never cared to take any part in 
the short side of the stock market.” 

As chairman of the Hughes commit- 
tee, which investigated the Stock ex- 
change, the late Horace White point- 
ed out that it would be a serious and 
harmful mistake to do away with short- 
selling. Untermeyer said exactly the 
same thing in hiS money trust report. 
Those experts, after careful investiga- 
tion of the history of speculation, both 
here and on the various exchanges of 
Europe, botn expressed tne belief that 
short-selling acted as a “safety valve” 
—that is, prevented the market from 
running away, as it would do if there 
were only one side, the long side. There 
was novo short selling back in the days 
of the South Sea bubble; hence, the 
sickening coHapse when the crash 
finally came, .both White and Unter- 
meyer agreed that what was needed 
was not the elimination of short-sell- 
ing, but the elimination of harmful 
manipulation. As Mr. White explained 
in his report: “Manipulation which is 
designed to serve merely speculative 
purposes in the endeavor to make a 
profit, as the result of fluctuations 
which have been planned in advance.” 
So far what the “leak committee” has 
been trying to determine, with the help 
of able counsel, is whether or not prof- 
its were made by government officers 
or prominent Wall street men by sell- 
in stocks short in a campaign 
“planned in advance.” .

JUDICIAL UNION URGED 
OF CIVILIZE 


For Purpose of Averting War. 
Plan Proposed by Insti- 
tute of Law. 


Havana, January 27.—The American 
Institute of International Law closed 
its annual meeting here today. Among 
the recommendations made are the fol- 
lowing: 


That a third Hague conference be 
convoked, in which all countries form- 
ing the Society of Nations should par- 
ticipate; 

That The Hague peace conference 
should meet at fixed periods 50 as to 
be converted into a permanent body, 
which, while it could not enforce, could 
recommend; 

A universal agreement with respect 
to the fundamental principles of inter- 
national law expressed in the declara- 
tion of the rights and duties of na- 
tions, adopted by the American Insti- 
— of International Law January 6, 
1916; 

The creation of a permanent council 
of conciliation to study, discuss and in- 
form regarding those questions not sus- 
ceptible to judicial settlement which 
shall be submitted to said council by 
agreement of the powers; 

The employment of good offices, of 
mediation and friendly agreement for 
the settlement of questions not suscep- 
tible of judicial settlement; 

Arbitration for the .solution of con- 
flicts not susceptible of judicial ar- 
rangements, and also for those which, 
although being susceptible of such set- 
tlement, have, through delay or bad 
interpretation, assumed such political 
importance that the nations prefer to 
submit them to arbitrators designated 
by themselves rather than to a perma- 
nent judicial tribunal; 

The negotiations of a convention to 
establish a judicial union of nations 
similar to that of the postal union of 
1908, in which all civilized nations shall 
take part, each undertaking on its good 
faith to submit its disputes which are 
susceptible to judicial settlement; that 
is, their differences which involve ques- 
tions of right and equity, to a perma- 
nent tribunal of this union, whose de- 
cisions shall be obligatory not only on 
those partty to the dispute, but also on 
those nations taking part in the con- 
stitution. 

The hope of the delegates was ex- 
pressed by unanimous vote that the 
world war “with which humanity is so 
preoccupied, especially the neutral na- 
tions, may end soon, and concord be re- 
established, so that a durable peace may 


, be assured for the future, as the prin- 


ciples of equality and right in which 
rest the well-being of all peoples, de- 
mand.”

Detroit, January 27.—Interesting data 
about retail selling policies is quoted 
by B. G. Koether, general sales man- 
ager of the Hyatt Roller Bearing com- 
pany, of Detroit, as a result of an in- 
vestigation made among fifty of the 
most successful motor car dealers 0 
the country. 

“Tt was our intention,” says Mr. 
Koether, ‘to learn whether parts and 
accessory advertising in general and 
our own in particular, was used by 
dealers, to what extent it was utilized, 
whether ® was considered of value, and 
whether or not it was really a good 
thing for dealers and their men. Thus 
we hoped to gauge fts effectiveness. 
“Among these fifty dealers we found 
that thirty-eight of them used various 
parts of the motor car as selling points 
in making sales. A further investiga- 
tion showed that of this number thirty- 
five mentioned only those parts which 
were nationally advertised. Eighteen 
of them actually insisted that each 
salesman know every nationally adver- 
tised part or accessory, so that he could 
be depended upon not to omit a single 
thing which might give the prospect a 
further incentive to buy the car.

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Baseball Queries 
Answered 
BY BILLY EVANS 


Q.—Runners on second and third, ° 
batsman hits safely to center. Man on 
third races home, but fails to touch 
the plate. He goes to the bench. 
Catcher notices the mistake, but fears 
to chase the runner, for man previous- 
ly on second is now on third and its 
running up and down the line threat- 
ening to score. What is the proper 
move for the catcher? 
A.—The missing of the plate by a 
base runner seems always to cause a 
mix-up. If a runner misses first, sec- 
ond or third, there is never a doubt 
as to what should be done. The ball 
is always thrown to the base missed, 
and the umpire appealed to for a rul- 
ing. When a runner misses thé plate 
and then starts for the bench, all that 
should be necessary for the catcher to 
do, is touch the home plate, while 
having the ball in his possession. The 
umpire should then declare the out. 
If it was necessary to touch the run- 
ner, said runner could make the catch- 
er chase him all over the park. 

* 


Q.—Jones Strikes out and walks to 
the bench. He looKs around and sees 
the catcher has dropped the ball. He 
runs direct from the bench to first 
base. Has he a right to do that? 
A.—Just how a runner must proceed 
to reach first base is not definitely 
made known in the rules. It is hardly 
via the bench. Major league umpires 
use common ‘sense judgment on such 
plays. If a runner after taking four 
or five steps toward his bench dis- 
covers the ball has gotten away from 
the catcher, and runs to first, he is 
allowed that right. However, any time 
a runner walks clear back to the 
bench, before he notices or his team- 
mates awaken to the fact that the 
ball has gotten away from the catcher 
the runner is declared out. There must 
be some limitation. 


Q.—R. C. Goss, 
takes exception to a 
of a few weeks ago. Mr. Goss sends 
me a letter whic reads: “With a 
from a flat-footed position to third 
base, without stepping in the direc- 
tion of third base, and catches the 
runner napping. You state that the 
pitcher in so doing made a balk and 
that the runner on third should ba’ 
allowed to score. In my estimation, Mr. 
Evans, you are wrong. The runner 
should not be allowed to score, but a 
ball should be called on the batter.”’ 

A.—I regret that I must differ with 
Mr. Goss, and trust that if he is an 
umpire he will never make such a 
ruling. Section 2 of rule 34 states defi- 
nitely that the throwing of a ball to 
any base by the pitcher, to catch the 
ba’'se runner, without stepping directly 
toward such base, in the act of mak- 
ing the throw shall be construed as 
a-balk. That is just what this pitcher 
did. He threw from a flat-footed po- 
sition. Now for the reason for the 
scoring of the run, Section 3 of rule 
54 states that the base runner shall 
be entitled without Habflity to be put 
out to advance a base if the umpire 
calls a “balk.” If. Mr. Goss has any 
arguments to back up his rather 
unique ruling I would be pleased to 
hear from him.

Q.—Will vou please tell me who was 
the greatest pitcher that ever lived? 
How about Rube Waddell or Addie Joss 
or Radbourne? TI also want to know 
who is generally regarded as the 
greatest player in the history of the 
game. 

A.—Mr. Fan, you have slipped me 
several questions that are difficult to 
answer, and after all are largely a mat- 
ter of individual opinion. Players and 
fans of the old school will tell vou that 
no pitcher, past or present, compared 
with Radbourne. Other old-time fans 
incline to Amos Rusie. One should not 
forget that Christy Mathewson and 
Walter Johnson are pretty good pitch- 
ers, as were the late Addie Joss and 
Rube Waddell, mentioned by the fan. 
Charles Comiskey, a great player in 
his day, who has seen the past and 
present generation of stars, once said. 
that Tyrus Cobb was the greatest play- 
er in the history of the game. I re- 
gard Mr. Comiskey as a great au- 
thority.

A.—The batsman was out the moment 
ws person came in contact with the ball 
on fair territory. In all such cases 
of interference no bases can be run, 
the base runners shall return to their 


original bases without liability to be 
pus out, as covered in section 7 of 
rule 55.

A.—There certainly is a penalty and 
it is a severe one. e runner at 
third should have been declared out. 
With a runner on third the coacher’s 
interference with and the prevention 
of a legitimate play results in said 
runner being called out.

The program selected by Miss Eda 
Bartholomew for her recital Tuesday 
night under the auspices of the Geor-

musicianship, and Grieg’s “To Spring,” 
the arrangement by Lemare, sounded 
an opposite note, in its revelation of 
her knowledge of contrasts and the 
more delicate phases of her art. A 
good arrangement of a delightful ‘“Min- 
uet, by Debussy, and a nocturne Dy 
Arthur Colborne, were light numbers 
preceding a “Piece Heroique,” by Cae- 
sar Franck, which was an interesting 
expression of modern French thought 
in music, its heroism th&t of fhe in- 
tenser mood which is beyond expres- 
sion in blaring trumpets. 

This led to another Caesar Franck 
number, is “Panis Angelicus,’”’ sung 
by Mrs. Benjamin Elsas, with Miss 
Bartholomew at the organ and Miss 
Martha Bartholomew. playing the pi- 
ano accompaniment. In true churchly

Particularly pleasing was a Scherzo in 
G-minor by M. E. Bossi, which Miss 
Bartholomew presented with sparkle 
and brilliance. 

A Marche Heroique by Saint-Saens 
arranged by Guilmant, which was al- 
most programmatic in its military nar- 
ration, was a showy and inspiring close.

The ‘London Taps’ Is the Newest Dance This Winter

The London taps ts danced in fox- 
trot time and is usually done between 
other fox-trot steps. The waltz posi- 
The lady, going back- 
'ward, begins with her right foot and 
the gentleman starts with his left foot 
forward. Four steps are taken. Then 
the trouble begins. This next step is 
called a coupe; it is done four times 
to four counts of the music. For the 
first the lady places her weight 
on her right foot; at the same time the 
left extended to the side (off ‘the 


floor). ‘The left foot is then brought 
down and the right foot is simulta- 


neously extended to the side. We have 
now completed two coupes. This is re- 
peated without stopping. The right 
foot again.takes the weight, the left 
being extended. Then the weight is 
shifted to the left foot and the right 
in the air, ready to begin the next 
step. The coupes are all done very

This is the very newest thing in wpe 


quickly and on the same spot. It gives 
the appearance of toddling. 

The gentleman's steps are the same. 
He begins with his left foot. After 
four walking steps he quickly places 
his weight on his left foot and extends 
the right, raising it about six inches 
from the floor. He then brings the 
right foot down and extends the left. 
For the third count he again extends 
the right and places his weight on 
that foot for the fourth beat of the 
music. 

The Taps. 

Now for the second step. At the 
end of the last step, the gentleman’s 
left foot was extended to the side. He 
places the heel of that foot in front 
of the right foot. The toes of his left 
foot are pointed upward. Each step in 
the ‘‘taps’’ is dome to two counts of 
the musia The heel taps the floor on 
the first count, and the toes come in 
contact with the floor on the second 
count. Now the right foot gets a 
chance to perform. The heel of this 
foot is placed in front of the toes of 
the left foot. The step with the right 
foot is the same as the left. The toes 
are pointed as far as possible. The taps 
are done four times; first with the 
left foot and then with the right and 
repeated. The lady’s part is the same. 
She starts backward with her right 
foot.

BOOZE IN BRITAIN. 


For more than a generation the convic- 
tion that strong drink is essentially a de- 
structive element, an enemy of mankind and 
society, has been steadily growing in popu- 
larity. In no sense has this conviction been 
local in its growth, for, while 23 of our own 
states have been imbued with it to the ex- 
tent of adopting prohibition laws, Russia at 
the outbreak of the war banished vodka, 
Germany and France took steps almost as 
drastic; and the prohibition question has 
become now a world-wide issue. 

Of the great powers at war, Britain has 
been the most tardy in applying alcohol cur- 
tailment as a means of promoting military 
efficiency, and this has led an eminent au- 
thority recently to declare that Great Brit- 
ain must become “dry” in order to bring 
about the defeat of the central powers. 

Late last fall a great number of British 
patriots—not “reformers” in the common 
sense—petitioned the government authori- 
ties to banish alcoholic drink, at least during 
the war. They charged all sorts of things 
against liquor—that it hampers the army, 
the navy, the industries required to work 
under full steam from sun to sun to keep the 
war machine grinding. They charged that 
use of alcohol keeps thousands of workers 
from the munitions factories; makes second- 
rate workmen out of good ones; that it re 
tards the construction of transport and mer- 
ecantile craft; wastes the financial resources 
of the country, etc. They referred to the 
millions of tons of foodstuffs, such as barley, 
wheat. corn, rye, potatoes and the like, be- 
ine converted annually into a baneful com- 
modity, while food famine is threatening the 
world. They pointed out that alcohol cost 
Great Britain almost $1,500,000,000 during 


the first twenty months of the war: that its | 


manufacture employed half a million work- 
ers who should have been either in training 
for their “bit” at the front or else engaged 
in some useful industrial pursuit; and that 
this manufacture of a deleterious product 
required the use of 1,500,000 tons of coal 
which was sorely needed, and is today, for 
the nation’s defense.

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ROOT’S PRAISE OF PRESIDENT. | 


Elihu Root’s praise of President Wilson’s 
peace address before the United States 
senate last week comes as a dignified, 
manly, courageous tribute and a recognition 
of lofty motives in a political opponent 
which is as commendable as it is American 


and patriotic. 

The speech of Mr. Root before the Na- 
tional Security league’s congress of con- 
structive patriotism is noteworthy and sig- 
nificant in tone and in substance; and it 
will give even added weight to the presi- 
dent’s position. 

It is noteworthy and significant in that 
Mr. Root is one of the chief advisers of the 
great party opposed to that of the presi- 
dent, and a recognized leader of republican 
thought in America. And while the repub- 
licans in the senate, from the very moment 
of its delivery, have been trying to ridicule, 
disparage and nullify any good effects of 
President Wilson’s epoch-marking address, 
a real leader of their party—the outstanding 
figure of republicanism—comes to the fore- 
front like a man and tells the world that in 
his judgment the president’s words contain 
“much noble idealism,” and that he concurs 
in the president’s position. 

Mr. Root’s speech doubtless will have a 
quieting and an altogether salubrious effect 
upon the rank and file of the people; and, 
it is to be hoped, upon the republicans in the 
senate. 


A CORNMEAL REVIVAL. 


Cornmeal, so long relegated to “any old 
place’ in the pages of the press, has at 
length reached the recognition of the edito- 
rial page. 

But recently Henry Watterson had an 
editorial which was a prose-poem in its 
praise, calling on the poets of the country 
to exercise their art in its honor; and since 
Marse Henry’s nation-awakening word the 
press of the entire country has fallen in line 
for a cornmeal revival. 

At first, with certain newspapers, corn- 
meal as a substitute food seemed a humor- 
ous proposition; but when eminent, enlight- 
ening medical authority bore witness to its 
worth as brain and brawn food, and its 
cheapness in these high-priced food times 
was demonstrated, the mildly incredulous 
brethren soon came round and joined the 
ranks of the believers. 

One of the most widely quoted articles 
on cornmeal appeared in The New York 
Evening Mail. On the authority of Dr. Bar- 
nard that paper pointed out just what corn- 
meal means to the people in health and 
economy. 

Here is a cornmeal summary 
thrifty housewives thinking: 


to set 


3ased on food value, corn in the form 
of meal or hominy is the cheapest food- 
stuff obtainable today. 

Again, Dr. Barnard tells us three 
cents’ worth of cornmeal contains as 
much nutriment as 91 cents’ worth of 
eggs at 50 cents a dozen, or 56 cents’ 
worth of round steak for which you pay 
30 cents a pound. 

Cornmeal at 3 cents a pound is equal 
in food value to six pounds of potatoes, 
for which the housekeeper today pays 
°0 cents. 

It is equal to a pound of cheese for 
which she pavs 25 cents, 30 cents or more. 

It is equal to six pounds of bananas, 
eleven pounds of oranges, fourteen 
pounds of cabbage. 

The corn that we cook into corn cakes, 
that we eat as hominy and mush, costs 
only one-tenth as much as some of our 
breakfast foods. 

Cornmeal and hominy contain twice 
as much fat as any other cereal except 
oats, and the world knows the worth of 
oatmeal. 


Pretty good for corn, with wheat too 
high-toned to get down to the business of 
bread for the poor! Millions in it in money- 
saving to them when they enter the meal 
market, and strength for life and labor in 
its health-giving power. 

The Indianapolis News says that “corn- 
meal declined in favor, not because it is 
less valuable as an article of food, but be- 
cause the great mass of city-bred people 
who regard their body as something to 
transport their brain around have grown 
away from it!” 

The food trust will have accomplished a 
good thing if its prohibitive prices bring the 
people back to first principles—to “home- 
raising,’ as they knew it at the hearty, 
healthful table with the cornmeal bill of 
fare.

The portrait is a steel engraving of Alex 
W. Stephens, one of Georgia's greatest states- 
men. When he was governor, Mr. Haralson 
was state librarian, and Mr. Haralson was 
with him when he died. 

“Not very long ago,” states Mr. Haralson, 
“a woman went to my law office while I 
was out and left this portrait of Mr. Stephens. 
She said it was an heirloom in her family 
and she wanted to give it to someone who 
would take care of it. She did not leave her 
name. When I returned I found the picture 
on my desk, but to this day I have never 
learned the name of the woman.” 

The portrait was one which must have 
been made when Mr. Stephens was a young 
man, about the time, probably, when he first 
entered the practice of law. 

FIRST BALE OF COTTON SOLD 
AT AUCTION IN YEAR 1849 

The first bale of cotton ever sold in At- 
lanta at public outcry was in 1849. John c. 
Hendrix, one of the city’s pioneers, sold it 


to A. B. & W. G. Forsyth, who had an office } 


on Decatur street where the Gould building 
is now located. 

Speaking of this historical transaction 
some years ago, Mr. Hendrix said: 

“They bought the cotton at public outcry 
and gave me a ticket for the money, which 
was cashed by Wright Rogers. The bale 
was weighed at the Georgia railroad depot.” 


COLONEL WILLIAM MARKHAM 


NOTED PIONEER OF ATLANTA. 


Stories of “Old Atlanta” would not be com- 
plete without a sketch of Colonel William 
Markham, one of the most noted of the early 
pioneers. 

Colonel Markham was born in Goshen, 
Conn., October 9, 1811, and was a son of 
William and Ruth Markham. He was edu- 
cated at New Hartford, where he remained 
unti] 1833. He went to Augusta in 1835. In 
1836 he lived at McDonough, where he mar- 
ried a daughter of William Berry in 1839. 
In 1853 he moved with his family to Atlanta 
and in 1856 established the first rolling mill 
in the city. 

He. was elected mayor of Atlanta on No- 
vember 12, 1853, the vear of his arrival, to 
succeed Mayor Mims. He contributed in many 
ways to the upbuilding of his city. He built 
the Markham house, one of Atlanta’s best 
hotels in the years gone by.

STATE RAILROAD COMMISSION 
FIRST SUGGESTED BY W. J. HOUSTON 

The first man to suggest a railroad com- 
mission for Georgia was Washington J. Hous- 
ton, a pioneer citizen of Atlanta. The 
for the creation of such a commission was 
drafted at his request and was introduced 
and pressed by Representative W. R. Rankin, 
of Gordon county. 

When the bill became a law, Mr. Houston 
was urged to accept a place on the com- 
mission, but he declined. 

Mr. Houston was born in Abbeville dis- 
trict, S. C., October 10, 1831, and he moved 
to Atlanta in 1846 to engage in the general] 
merchandise business.

“When I first came to Atlanta, Jonathan 
Norcross had a sawmill which was run by 
two old horses and he turned out about 175 
feet a day. Women and men from the sur- 
rounding country came to see the strange 
sight, and every one of them believed that 
Mir. Norcross fed his horses on sawdust.” 


WHEN “KNEE JERK CRAZE” 
| HAD ATLANTA STIRRED UP 
Some twenty or more years ago Atlanta 
went wild with what wag known a& the 
“knee jerk craze.” Sounds funny, doesn’t it? 
A man named Flannagan, had shot and 
killed two or three members of a family at. 
Poplar Spring, between Atlanta and De- 
catur, and was on trial. His defense was 
insanity, and his attorney, the late William

Glenn, introduced witnesses to prove that 
Flannagan was afflicited with paranoia, a 
specie of dementia that causes the victim to 
imagine that he is being persecuted. 

Among the expert witnesses was a doctor 
and nerve specialist, who said that paranoia 
was caused by the deadening of certain 
nerves connected with the brain, and one of 
the early symptoms was the absence of the 
knee jerk. A person, he said, who was per- 
fectly sound had the knee perk, the leg fly- 
ing up involuntarily when a quick blow was 
struck just below the knee. He also said 
that nearly everybody had paranoia in a 
more or less degree. That started the “knee 
jerk craze.’ Everybody in Atlanta and for 
miles around were trying the knee jerk to 
ascertain if they were mentally sound. 

Flannagan, by the way, died in a cell in 
the DeKalb county jail before his trial was 
completed. His lawyer died before he did. 


MANY OLD STORIES ARE TOLD 
OF “SPOT 12” IN OLD JAIL 

If you will ask any old-timer about the 
famous “Spot 12” he will immediately reel 
you off a lot of stories about the old Fulton 
county jail that stood on Fraser street be- 
tween East Fair and East Hunter streets. 

That old jail was a terrible affair. It 
was simply a disgrace to modern civilization. 
As you entered the door from the office to 
where the cells were located, you saw on 
the right a small inclosure in front of a 
cell known as “Spot 12.” In this cell all the 
murderers of note were placed. If it chanced 
to be empty when a distinguished prisoner 
arrived, he was allowed to occupy it. It was 
the best cell in the jail, and at that was 
scarcely fit for a hog to wallow in. 

In “Spot 12” men spent days of terrible 
anguish. In it suicide was committed and 
women wept over loved ones over whom were 
the shadows of the gallows, and from it 
many a man walked to have the hangman’s 
rope placed about his neck.

It is estimated that they weigh about 706 
and 900 pounds respectively, and yet the 
male even will look like a pigmy beside the 
sole representative in the park which wei hs 
in the neighborhood of 11,000 pounds.

can elephants are usually priced by dealers 
at from $500 to $5,000 each. but these 
cost’ consigerably less, having been bought 
from the government at Gieza. 

Arrangement for the housing of the new 
arrivals has been under way for some time 
at the Zoological Park in Washington, where 
the old elephant house is being repaired and 
reconstructed for their reception, besides the 
house, a g0o0d sized yard adjacent to it is 
being made ready, so that the animals which 
are es to live in the open can be 
suitably located. Mr. Blackbourne, head 
keeper of the National Zoological Park who 
made a special trip abroad for the purchase 
of these animals, has reported their safe 
arrival in Boston. With the shipment, he left 
Port Said on July 15, on the steamship 
Sturmfels of the nsa Line of Bremen, and 
reached Boston on August 5, a passage of 
two weeks. 

Animals Arrive in Fine Shape. 

His report to the superintendent of the 
park states that all his charges are in good 
health, having proved good sailors, en voy- 
age, and that he is now one to has- 
ten the disembarcation of them. his will 
probably be accomplished in Boston but on 
account of the fact that all hoofed animals 
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of Atlanta, 


with its central plant and offices in Atlanta, 
a new field will be opened up for agricu)- 
tural development—a new field for diversi- 
fication and an additional means of “beating 
the boll weevil.” 

Canneries of this corporation are to be 
distributed generally over the south in all 
convenient agricultural centers; and they 
will pay cash to the growers of products 
suitable for canning, upon delivery of their 
crops to the cannery. Thus the farmers will 
receive immediate cash returns for what they 
raise. and the consumers will have the sat- 
isfaction and the benefit of fresh home-pro- 
duced canned goods, instead of their money 
for this sort of foodstuffs being sent out 
of the state, as it is altogether now. 

Credit for exploiting the cannery possi- 
bilities of Georgia and for bringing the 
American Canning corporation here due 
more, perhaps, to Captain Dan S. Walraven, 
than to any other man. He 
an enthusiast on diversified agriculture, 
crop rotation, etc., and he hit upon the can- 
ning industry as a means, even ahead of 
live stock culture and the growing of such 
crops as velvet beans, corn, peanuts, etc., 
of not only offsetting the baneful effects of 
the boll weevil’s advent, but of rendering 
the south even more prosperous than it ever 
was or could be under the one-crop, all-cot- 
ton system.

“Many different solutions of the problems 
growing out of the boll weevil invasion of 
the south have been suggested, and a great 
amount of thought is being given to differ- 
ent methods of meeting the new conditions. 
The development of the live stock business 
offers a certain measure of relief. ‘The 
peanut and velvet bean industry is giving 
still further relief. Neither of these lines 
of activity offer, however, a complete solu- 
tion of our boll weevil problem. 

“Realizing the conditions which were fac- 
ing the south and Georgia farmers in par- 
ticular, I have been working to secure for 
the south and for Georgia a system which 
would bring relief and also bring a greater 
measure of general prosperity than has been 
known before, and it led to my being able 
to assisst tn bringing the American Canning 
corporation into this territory. 

“The canning business offers a very eat- 
isfactory solution of the boll weevil prob- 
lem as well as other problems which con- 
front the farmers of the south. The can- 
ning industry in the United States is one of 
the largest of all manufacturing enterprises 
and in its wonderful growth during the past 
few vears is making rapid strides toward a 
position in the total annual production of 
goods which will be second only to agricul- 
ture, with which it is. so closely related. The 
industry in various sections of the United 
States has grown to vast proportions, and 
wherever it has been widely developed has 
been attended with an unusual prosperity. 
In the state of California canning has grown 
into a $100,000,000 industry. In Maine, in 
Maryland, in western New York, in Michi- 
gan, and in Iowa the canning business has 
brought prosperity to growers and every 
business interest. In these sections the banks 
are unusually prosperous, the farmers have 
abundant cash, and buginess is conducted 
on a cash basis all the year round. 

Means Great Things for State, 

‘In the productiveness of her fields and 
orchards there are few states ahead of Geor- 
gia. Climatic conditions are favorable with 
abundant rainfall and a long growing sea- 
son. If any state in the union offers an 
unlimited promise for the development of 
the canning business, Georgia is most as- 
suredly that state. 

“Taking all these things Into considera-

mtion I have been making an effort to inter- 


est canning experts to carry out a general 
plan of canning development. The effect of 
this development on our sewvtion will be 
very far-reaching. 

“At the present time Georgia buys mil- 
lions of dollars’ worth of canned goods from 
other sections of the country every year and 
the money which is sent out of this state 
to purchase these canned goods stays out. 
Millions upon millions of dollars are sent 
away from Georgia every year in the pur- 
chase of foodstuffs and commodities. It is 
estimated that 75.7 per cent of the food- 
stuffs used annually are purchased outside 
the state. 

“It is an economic crime for any section 
of the world to purchase foodstuffs from an- 
other section which can just as well be 
raised at home. For the south this must be 
remedied before we can place ourselves on 
the basis of other sections of the country 
in wealth and prosperity. 

Keep Money at Home. 

“The money for the canned goods con- 
sumed in the south will after these canner- 
ies shall be established go into the hands of 
our Georgia and southern growers instead 
of going to the growers of the north and 
west. 

“In addition to supplying the home de- 
mand for canned goods the south should be 
producing a surplus of food products of this 
sort to sell to other sections of the country. 
In this development there will, therefore, 
be a double gain. 

“An important result of the growth of 
canning crops is the increased value of farm 
lands due to the increase in returns from 
annual yield. It is a well-known fact that 
canning crops pay excellent returns and not © 
an unusual thing for such crops to pay from 
$75 to $200 per acre each season. The rais- 
ing of canning crops also improves land val- 
ues by improving the productiveness of the 
land itself. 

“The plants of the American canning 
corporation will make a specialty of canning 
Sweet potatoes, green string beans, okra, to- 


matoes, corn and English peas. It is planned 
to introduce a process by which black-eyed 
peas will be canned with pork, after the 
style of the now famous ‘pork and beans.’ 
Wild blackberries and huckleberries grow in 
profusion in the south, and these will be in- 
cluded among the canning crops, as will, of 
course, our famous Georgia peaches and va- 
rious other fruits. 

“Diversification has for many years been 
the hobby of agriculturists and public men, 
because in diversification there is a measure 
of safety from the troubles which beset the 
farmer. The canning industry will make 
diversification both profitable and possible. 
and will extend the number of crops that can 
be raised by Georgia growers to include many 
varieties which have not heretofore been 
included in the plan which has seemed most 
attractive in this section. 

“There is no movement which will tend to 
overcome the boll weevil situation, which 
will meet the conditions of diversification. 
and be more far-reaching in general effect 
toward the prosperity of our section than the 
development of the canning industry, and 
in view of the fact that the American Can- 
ning corporation controls a nation-wide dis- 
tributing and. marketing organization which 
will be in close touch with all the canned 
goods markets of the world to sell the canned 
goods produced bv users of American can- 
ning outfits at the best possible price, it as- 
sures success in the handling of this great

l.eisure means a beautiful opportunity for fine enjoyment—experiment- 
ing in home economics, reading, listening to music, growing flowers. But 
if we let idleness creep into our leisure days grow sordid. Some have lost 
their capacity to enjoy leisure. The days are dull without the accustomed 
excitement, and “the soft stillness of the night” means anything but ‘sweet 
harmony.” 

Before me is the letter from the Japanese Marchioness Aya-ko, which 
will be published for your enjoyment. The reference to “symbols” calls 
to my mind the beautiful description given in The Craftsman of the Japanese

iiverything in nature and art is typical with the Japanese. Their artists 
delight in following the year with their brush, and seldom paint a flower or 
landscape out of season. The happy, joyous spirit of the New Year seems 
to have given their artists special inspiration, for some of their most cele- 
brated pictures are of the New Year's sun rising over the ocean, the pine at 
the gate, pliim tree blossoming in the sun, bamboo, storks, tortoises with 
seaweed upon their back, and of the game of battledore and shuttlecock 
which every girl piays on New Year's morning. 

The Uraftsman, our most beautifully illustrated magazine, reproduces 
the delightful prints of an American artist who lived for years in the Land 
of the Sun - Helen Hyde. 

On Year's day every man, woman and child in Japan arises at the 
“hour of t tiger,’ which is 4 a. m., puts on new clothes and waits for the 
mythical Takara-bume, a wonderful treasure ship, to sail into the harbor of 
their home. 

For days they have been busv cleaning house, covering the siji with fresh 
paper, making’ new clothes, paying bills and decorating their homes and 
streets. On the right of every doorway the honorable black pine is planted; 
on the left, is a small red pine tree, indicating long life; the feathery 
branches of the bamboo are there also, typical of health and strength. 
Stretched across the threshold of the house is a thick plaited rope of rice- 
straw with various emblems of good luck hanging from it; there is a red 
lobster typifying long life: a budding yusuri branch, meaning that there 
are young people in the house growing up to take the places of the old; 
two fern fronds symbolical of the unity and happiness of wedded life; bits 
of charcoal symbolical of the fireside; oranges and twisted pieces of pure 
white rice paper cut diagonally, typifying the purity of the soul. Even the 
poorest have some emblem to attract the attention of the gods. ©

Education of Deaf Children. 


A resolution introduced by Mrs 
Hawkins, for the Catholic \Woman’s 
club, passed. This calls the attention 
of the board of education to the fact 
that no provision is made for the spe- 
cial education of deaf children, white 
and colored, and states that there are 
now known to be about twenty chil- 
dren who are being deprived of the 
advantages of education because of 
their affliction, and the board is re- 
quested to provide a room with a spe- 
cial teacher in charge for these chil- 
dren.

Atlanta’s management of the movement is exciting a general interest 
and at the Grand opera house in Atlanta Saturday morning there were three 
thousand children who attended the performances beginning at 9 o’clock and 
continuing until noon. This was the largest patronage yet recorded since a 
committee from the Atlanta Woman’s club, the committee under the leader- 
ship of Mrs. Victor Kriegshaber, began the movement for the children.

it could have ‘been possible, had one 
closely observed, to have selected the 
children who had been told of the play 
at home and those who had gone sim- 
ply because they knew there was a 
movie on to which they could go for 6 
eents. But taken as a whole, the au- 
dience was a remarkable one, self-con- 
tained and well-behaved—and happy. 

Mrs. Kriegshaber and her committee 
met the children and occupied seats 
where they could overlook the audience. 
There was every protection thrown 
around the children, policemen near all 
the exit doors, and before and after the 
perfofmance the children were carefully 
looked after as they crossed the street 
or went for the cars which would carry 
them home, or started to walk—some 
of them living miles away. 

At this stage of the history of the 
movie and its evolution, no one can 
doubt its value as an educational fac- 
tor, nor can any one doubt the per- 
nicious influence of the bad picture; 
therefore the necessity of the censored 
movies for children, especially those of 
the impressionable ages the Saturday 
morning audience represented. 

Aside from this phase of the mvove- 
ment, the movies mark the first ra- 
tional step in Atlanta, toward recrea- 
tions and amusements for all classes 
of children, when still our playground 
facilities are limited, our parks few 
and far apart, and our population ao 
much of it including an industrial peo- 
ple, who have not the time to provide 
recreation for their children, nor etudy 
out the kind of recreation children 
should have. 

It was with these conditions pre- 
sented to them that the Atlanta Wom- 
an’s club appointed a committee to in- 
augurate the movement here of cen- 
sored movies, Mrs. Kriegshaber, the 
first chairman, and now called “the 
mother of the children’s movies in At- 
lanta.” ,

In a recent statement on the sub- 
ject Mrs. Kriegshaber said: 

“The ‘Specially Censored Motion Pic- 
tures for Children’ eclipse anything in 
recent years which has been devised 
for the mental and moral uplift, of 
children, from the ages of four to six- 
teen years. 

‘Mrs. Frederick Levy, of Louisville, 
Ky., the mother of two attractive chil- 
dren, was the originator of the idea. 
Ghe gave serious thought to the sub- 
ject after her children had been taken 
by a well-meaning friend to see a 
‘movie, Which was so repulsive that it 
haunted them for days. She studied

“Not only the superintendent of the 
schools and the board of education, but 
public opinion heartily sanctioned the 
idea. The press, too, was an impor- 
tant factor in helping to develop it. 
The movement grew rapidly—bevyond 
expectations. There came an ever-in- 
creasing demand for children’s films 
from all parts of the United States. The 
producers soon exhausted their suita- 
ble films for this purpose. They feared 
to go ahead and release new ones, as 
they claimed ‘there is no money in 
it.” This was a serious condition to 
the local committee, who, rather than 
give anything but the cleanest and 
most wholesome pictures to the chil- 
dren, decided to discontinue until they 
could obtain just .what was desired. 

‘The idea was atill growing and 
spreading in all directions, with the re- 
sult that a ‘National Juvenile Motion 
Picture Board’ has been formed, «he 
vice presidents of which is a woman 
in each gtate, interested in this form 
of education. This organization is 
bringing pressure to bear on the film 
producers to obtain better films for 
children. 

“The results are already evident, for 
thev are releasing many of the children 
classics, quite a number of which have 
been shown here, after a short inter- 
mission, in the children's matinees. 

“The committee from the Woman's 
club, who acts as censors for these pro- 
grams, is always present to act as 
chaperons, on the matinee mornings. 

“if anyone may doubt the wisdom of 
these specially censored pictures let 
him stroll into the Grand any Saturday 
morning between 9-12, and see the 
happy, merry crowd filing in to watch 
the animated stories they are familiar 
with, through the story books. Too 
much cannot be said in indorsement of 
this most popular and timely educa- 
tional movement.” 

The committee, not satisfied with in- 
augurating the movement, getting the 
good pictures for the children, and 
then looking after them at the per- 
formances, work between times and en- 
list the interest of the children before 
the coming of the picture. Not only is 
the theme of the picture announced a 
week ahead, but Mrs. Krtegshaber 
looks after the interpretative notices 
which go to the press, which, read to 
the children by parents and teachers, 
give them an idea of what they are. 
going to see and what the probable 
lesson in the picture will be.

The critics of two worlds have for 
many years paid tribute to the genius 
and the art of Madame Sarah Bern- 
hardt, and the world acknowledges her 
as one of the greatest living women 
and one of the greatest women who 
ever lived. 

Now, added to her laurels, is patriot- 
ism and _ self-sacrifice. Following a 
critical illness at the age of 72, she 
braves the seas and crosses the Atlan- 
tic not merely “for the money I make 
for the soldiers,” she told a country- 
woman in Atlanta, “but that I may rep- 
resent once more the spirit of the wom- 
en of France, and serve my country.” 

What could more eloquently express 
the dauntless spirit of this woman? 

But her present tour, her art still 
quick, her vivacity, her charm, bespeak 
more dramatically than words can the 
real greatness of Sarah Bernhardt. Of 
that I need scarcely add this word here. 

But there is a lesson that the women 
of the world who are. slaves—such 
ready slaves to dress and fashion this 
moment—can learn from Madame Bern- 
hardt; that is: Many years ago she 
learned the mode of dress which was 
most becoming to her, and she has fol- 
lowed that mode and always been the 
most artistic of feminine figures. She 
never has allowed monotony to enter 
into her costumes on the stage or off. 


But she has never sacrificed that which: 
was becoming to passing modes or the; 
“dernier crie’’ of fashion. 


Her art was expressed in this, as in 


last Sunday in Atlanta, was along the 
same lines and fashions that charac- 
terizes the costumes worn by her when 
she made her first appearance in

There were .the same long graceful 
lines, the tendency of the rich ma- 
terial to cling to the figure; then the 
ruff about the neck, and the continua- 
tion of the soft lace down the blousy 
front of the costume.

She was assisted 
to arise when her chair was brought 
and slipped in the car. As she arose 
there fell from her shoulders a cape 
of chinchilla, and as she stood erect 
a moment before being seated in her 
chair, the long lines of a dark green 
velvet coat enveloped her straight, ma- 
jestic figure. 

She was graceful even in this try- 
ing situation—the lameness which re- 
quires her being carried in her chair, 
and as she was borne into the hotel she 
sat as reposefully and happily as if 
she were playing a favorite role. 

It would not be becoming to all 
women to wear the long graceful lines 
that Madame Bernhardt affects, nor 
could all women wear the high ruffs, 
the jabots, eto, but I believe that that 
fashion would be far more becoming 
to the average woman who has passed 
fifty than the absurdly short skirts 
nearly all’ women are wearing, the 
monstrous hats all women, young and 
old, wear, and the spectacular acces- 
sories some affect.

Gap school and the endowment fund 
which the principal, Andrew J. Ritchie, 
is now trying to raise in the east, Mr. 
Hodgson said:

They should make 
crops sufficient on the farm to feed 
themselves and every animal on the 
place.

Oldest College. 

Vassar college is the oldest and most 
distinguished woman’s college in the 
world. The alumnae has representa- 
tion among the most distinguished 
women, not only in this country, bust 
those residing in nearly every civiliz- 
ed country, and the present head of the 
institution is said to be one of the 
most rational and advanced educators 
of his time. 

But the message Dr. MacCracken 
brings as the president of Vassar is 
secondary, I hold, to the message he can 
bring which would excite to impress 
upon the parents of the present moment 
the necessity of giving an education 
that will in some way prepare them 
for the responsibilities which civiliza- 
tion places upon women today. 

It may not be necessary that every 
young woman have a college education, 
and thig is fortunate, for so many must 
earn wage before they have the chance 
to acquire it, Dut if Dr. MacGracken 
can, with his knowledge of what the 
requirements of the youmg women of 
the day are educationally, just impress 


upon parents the paramount importance. 


of young women having even a good 
elementary education, he will have 
taken a long step toward initiating the 
thought of a higher education. 

Before we can hope to impress the 
importance of a college education for 
every girl who can acquire it, I be- 
lieve there will have to come a cam- 
paign to broaden the vision of parents 
as to the necessity of giving a better 
education to their daughters, beginning 
in thé most elementary forms of edu- 
cation.

And right here I want to say 
once more—-the ablest minds of our 
day who are making their great sacri- 
fices to the unfolding of youthful pos- 
sibilities for the development of the > 
brain and brawn of the rising genera- 
tions do not seem to realize that there 
is as much mental development and val- 
ue in working out problems of ev- 
ery-day life in the fields and on the 
farm as there is in demonstrating a 
problem of old Euclid on the black- 
board in the classroom: and that as 
much inherent culture of intellect can 
be drawn out of one as out of the 
other. 

“Culture is as much a matter of heart 
and life as it is of brain. Dig down 
into this proposition and see if it is 
not as true as life is true. 

“I want our school to have a mod- 
erate endowment producing an income 
to insure the smooth running of his 
plant, to provide funds for paying his 
teachers and foremen, and such neces- 
Sary expenses of keeping up his equip- 
ment in work stock, tools, in road and 
bridge building, in fencing, necessary 
outbuildings for the permanent im- 
provement of the place. But I sincere- 
ly trust that he will never have an 
endowment large enough to lift the 
“Divine pressure of need” from the 
shoulders of the boys and girls who 
come to Rabun Gap school. This same

The High Cost of Living 


Foods and Their Relation to the Physical Body Frén 
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BY MRS.W.S. ROGERS 


The principal end in view in every 
well-ordered household is not to evolve 
a perfect system of management for 
the sake of system, but for the sake 
of the health, the progress and the 
happiness of each member of the fam- 
ily. And the systematic plan is only 
a means by which these may be ac- 
complished. 

We may now turn to a consideration 
of foods, their varieties and qualities, 
‘Which in their effects, are either health 
or disease-producing on the physical 
body, 

The ease with which food may be 
obtained and prepared in these epicu- 
rean times has a tendency to tempt 
the housewife into providing a much 
greater quantity and variety than are 
conducive to the physical well-being of 
her household. 

This not only overtaxes the digestive 
organs, but it will make it inipossible 
to supply the combination of food ele- 
ments required to sustain and keep 
the body in a healthful condition. 

Truly it has been said that American 
people are starving in the midst of 
plenty, and that the French women 
could keep their households going on 
what the American women waste. 

In order to give a simple outline of 
what constitutes a well-balanced health- 
producing diet I shall quote Dr. H. 
Lindlahr, a very eminent dietetist, on 
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the proteid question. “The latest rev- 
elations of chemical analyses and phy- 
siological experiments show that in the 
adult only 4 per cent of the daily food 
is used for tissue-building, while 06 
per cent is required for the production 
of heat and energy. Instead of being 
the most desirable food element, said 
have learned that proteids are the dan- 
ger foods, that in the digestiv , 
esses they produce the poisono 
and alkaloids which are t 
ing cause 
ailments.”

“By jove, | wonder how long ago it 
was when this pebble cracked off 
away up yonder and came tumbling 
and thundering and crashing to where 
it lies now?’ 

When you have thus become on 
speaking terms with the psychological 
tricks that close acquaintance with 
Stone Mourtain plays upon you, you 
need no poet and dreamer to arouse 
your imagination to Gutzon Borglum's 
processional moving down across the 
face of the cliff. 


STONE MOUNTAIN'S 
IDIOSYNCRASIES. 


So innumerable are those unexpected 
traits and queer idiosyncrasies of old 
Stone Mountain’s personality that there 
is a strong temptation to dwell longer 
upon this interesting phase of the visit. 

For instance, there is the one big 
rock that is left clinging to the moun- 
tain’s shoulder, which has been bared 
with crowbar and dynamite of every- 
thing else which might some day by a 
stroke of lightning, an earthquake or 
some other whim of nature tumble 
down upon workman or visitor. The 
engineers do not believe that this giant 
boulder will ever fall. It might slip 
just the thousandth part of an inch a 
year and thus, in the course of cen- 
turies, reach the brink—and so, just to 
be on the safe side, a hole had been 
drilled into the mountain at the foot 
of this boulder and a big iron post 
will be put into it. 

Not to hold the boulder back—bless 
you, no! It wouldn’t begin to hold it. 
But, if a hundred or five hundred years 
from now, someone notices that the 
boulder is pressing against this post, 
or some post which shall succeed it 
in the same hole—why, then it’s simple 
enough! The boulder is trying to creep 
up and peep over the edge and see what 
has become of its brother who did the 
same thing several éons ago, and along 
will come the engineers and grind the 
boulder to bits and haul it back over 
the top of the mountain!

Sone Mountain is all but in readiness 
for Mr. Borglum to begin work, which 
he expects to do about the first of 
mext April. In the meantime Captain 
R. M. Clayton, ochdef engineer of the 
entire memorial scheme, and Superin- 
tendent Tuoker are to make a complete 
survey of the side of the mountain and 
other parts of the mountain and adja- 
cent territory necessary to the imme- 
diate work. Levels are to be estab- 
lished along the cliff, at intervals of 
about fifty feet, and the entire face of 
the mountain is to be checker-boarded, 
blue-prints made, and all engineering 
details completed so that when Mr. 
Borglum comes back to Stone Moun- 
tain in April he may have everything 
ready to go to work. Additional hoists 
must be put up. Great steel cables, 
capable of supporting eight tons, must 
be brought to the top of the mountain. 
More tool houses and a studio must be 
built. A road must be built to the 
top of the mountain. There is plenty of 
work to be done between now and 
April. 


PRESENT STATUS 
OF THE WORK. 


The status of the work at the moun- 
tain at present is this: 

At about the center of the top of 
the sheer side of the mountain, upon a 
natural plaza or plateau of the moun- 
tain, a hoist shanty and tool house has 
been built. This its several hundred 
feet from the summit. A big hoist 
and such other equipment as is imme- 
diately necessary has been installed. 
This equipment includes long cables for 
going down over the cliff, with a tele- 
phone equipment attached so that the 
workman swinging far over the cliff 
and out of sight of the hoist shanty 
may speak to the men in the holst 
house and give’ instructions. The 
workman is cradied securely in a 
“swing” upon the end of his strand of 
steel so that he is safe. This “swing” 
ordinarily consists of a padded steel 
cable band bolted around the man’s 
waist so that, even were he to faint 
while swinging in mid-air, he would 
be in no danger of a fall. More elabo- 
rate and comfortable swings of a 


natural plaza before the summit on 
the west side of the mountain and from 
there carried by hand across the sum- 
mit of the mountain to the site of the 
shanty. 

Mr. Borglum proposes to relieve this 
long and tedious process of transpor- 
| tation by constructing a road for wag-

the mountain. 


HAMMERS FALL 
AND VANISH.  - 


Along the brow of the cliff in the 
neighborhood of the hoist shanty all 
the loose rock has been blasted away 
from the solid mountain and cast over 
the cliff to the ground, in order that 
workmen and visitors below may not 
be in danger of rocks falling upon 
them. 

The result of this hurricane of? rock 
at the foot of the cliff is most remark- 
able. Again is the tremendous height 
and bulk of the mountain impressed 
upon one. Where these rocks have 
struck trees even as large as six or 
eight inches in diameter it has broken 
them off. The little wood in the ravine 
at the bottom of the cliff looks as if it 
had been torn and splintered by heavy 
shell fire. Even of the trees which are 
still standing, not a single one has 
gone unscathed, but is skinned and 
bruised in a score pf places. The ground 
iis all but a solid mass of rocks which 
have buried themselves when they 
struck after their fall from the tre- 
mendous altitude. 

Mr. Borgium carried away as a 
souvenir of his trip into the ravine last 
Tuesday a small sapling which had 
been pierced entirely through by a 
sharp fragment which stfill stuck in 
the stem of the tree like a battle-ax of 
the stone-age tied into the eye of a 
shaft. 

Four or five hammers have been lost 
|by workmen on the mountain. These 
were large hammers used for crushing 
stone or driving a drill, having han- 
dles perhaps three feet long. Of these

more than six inches of handle stick- 
ing above the surface of the ground. 
The others buried themselves so com- 
pletely that no one has even found 
where they hit. 

Running down through this little 
wood is a broad foot of solid granite 
leading out from the base of the moun- 
tain. Little ‘mounds of sand show 
where fragments of granite, some of 
them as large as a dishpan, have struck 
and become instantly pulverized. 

Along the face of the cliff four 
lateral strands of steel cable have Deen 
strung, supported by anchored iron 
posts some six or eight feet long, for 
the purpose of later keeping perpen- 
dicular cable from damage from rub- 
bing against the rock. 

The foregoing represents about the 
status of the work today. 

Captain Clayton will begin at once 
the surveying of the face of the cliff 
and the surveying of the road leading 
to the top of the mountain. 


BOULEVARD TO 
MOUNTAIN TOP. 


This road, while it‘is to be built for 
the immediate purpose of facilitating 
in the transportation of material to the 
top of the mountain, is to remain as a 
permanent driveway for motorists. 

Mr. Borglum went over the tentative 
course of this highway Tuesday. It 
will start at the west foot of the 
mountain about where the present foot- 
path originates. This path in a general 
way will form a sort of axis for the 
curving of the highway back and forth 
across the mountain in its gradual rise 
to the top. The road will rise at an 
average grade of about 4 per cent, 
utilizing as much as possible the nu- 
merous small natural plazas that lie 
upon the western slope of the moun- 
tain. At points, however, the way will 
trace the edge of thrilling precipices 
and will lend a continually growing 
and more wonderful prospect of the 
country for miles around as it ascends 
the mountain. 

This highway is to be about twenty 
feet wide at its straight stretches, out 
into the solid rock where nécessary and 
supported by built-up terraces of stone 
when the sharp break of the mountain's 
slope calls for it. It will be one of the 
most wonderful highways in the coun- 
try, both because of the nature of its 
construction and because of its great 
scenic advantages. 

At the curves the highway will 
spread out to a width of-forty or sixty 
feet, dividing into two divisions, one 
branch for traffic going up and the 
other for traffic coming down. An addl- 
tional safeguard will be that of pro-

The wastage of horses in war ig 
enormous, and the problem of renew- 
ing that wastage is not easy to solve 
The Russians prior to the war owned 
30,000,000 horsts, or about one-half ef 
the world’s supply. In parts of west- 
ern Siberia there is a horse to every 
human being, while in some of the 
Russian provinces the people rear 
herds of horses in place of cattle, and 
mare’s milk takes the place of cow’s 
milk. In other provinces there are 
large stud farms owned by the crown,

Countries which can muster a horse 
to every inhabitant are exceedingly 
rare.

Their advice was based absolutely on 
the fact that the home garden is the 
best, quickest and cheapest source of 
food supply in existence. 

[t furnishes food early in spring, all 
through the summer, fall and winter. 
The cost of production is practically 
all labor cost that need not be bought 
extra. The product is far more health- 
ful than can be bought and is always 
of the freshest, while the surplus of 
items like beans, tomatoes, okra, corn, 
cucumbers, peppers, ete., can be canned

One-Crop System Never Successful. 


Go from one end of this great country 
of ours to the other and criss-cross it 
any way your fancy dictates and two 
things stare one in the face. The first 
is that a one-crop section, regardless 
of whether it be corn, wheat, cotton, 
ete., regardless of where it be located, 
shows poverty. The second is that in 
every diversified, prosperous-looking 
section the home garden and its mone}: 
saving qualities are recognized, and it 
is given the best place on the farm and 
not the poorest, as is so often the case 
here in our own section. 

It has been our attempt in this to 
impress upon the reader the desirabil- 
ity of a real home garden, largely from 
the money-saving standpoint. We can 
almost guarantee that once carried 
through the season in the right way 
the home garden will demonstrate its 
own value, that it is in reality the 
“Garden Useful.”

Gardens can be 
made successfully on almost anv char- 
acter of soil, providing it is well drain- 
ed and is either fertile naturally or is 
made so by manure, yard scrapings, 
or dirt, rotted leaves, straw, etc. 

While commercial fertilizers are de- 
Sirable and on the poorer soils often 
necessary to some extent, the real 
problem in making and building up a 
Piece of garden ground is to 
soil full of humus or vegetable mat- 
ter, and stable manure, thickly applied 
and plowed in from time to time, is the 
best garden soll ever found. 

Should Be Convenient to House. 

Presuming that you have plenty of 
well-drained land, the first considera- 
tion in our opinion should be econveni- 
ence to your house.

Personally we have al- 
ways planted Irish potatoes and sweet 
corn inside the garden fence, and sweet 
potatoes, the regular “roastin ear” 
patch and melons on the outside. 
With these items outside, a good 


garden to be worked along intensive 
should contain from a quarter 
a half-acre, something anywhere 
from 100 by 100 feet to 100 by 200 feet. 
We prefer the larger size, because it 
affords a chance to carry inside the 
garden fence the small fruits such as 
strawberries, raspberries, dewberries 
and the improved varieties of Dlack- 
berries. 


The larger-sized garden also gives 
the good wife an opportunity to grow 
from seed such flowers as she likes, 
and feel sure they will be safe from 
the depredations of wandering mule or 
cow that so often decides that a change 
of feed is desirable and destroys in a 
few minutes the wife's painstaking 
work of many, many hours. 


The garden should be fenced sub- 
stantially and tight. We have no par- 
ticular preference, but probadly the 
easiest, cheapest and most usable fence 
one made of good long posts, set 
deep in the ground, 8 to 10 feet apart, 
and then tightly stretched “chicken 
wire’ 60 to 72 inches in height run 
around it. The use of “chicken wire” 
in this manner gives perfect protec- 
tion against animals and fowls and 
every foot of it, except the gate, can be 
used as a place to run the vines of 
pole “snap” and lima beans, giving an 
abundance for daily use from June to 
frost and plenty of dry shell beans for 
winter use. 


Fence Is of Vital Importance. 


We stress this fencing matter be- 
cause it is of vital imrportance. There 
is hardly anything more discouraging 
than to make a garden, and before it 
gets fairly started to have it rooted 
up by a wandering pig, or scratched 
up by chickens. 

Most farm homes have, and rightly 
so, pigs and chickens, but we have yet 
to see any success made of a garden 
where the attempt was made to grow 
garden, chickens and pigs on the same 
piece of ground at the same time. 

With the garden fenced, the next 
thing is to spread on that ground all 
the stable manure you can lay hands 
on. We almost say buy, beg or steal 
it if vou haven't it at home. There is 
nothing equal to good stable manure in 
successful garden making. Some folks 
say too much stable manure will make 
vour land “thirsty.” This may be true 


ls 


so far as fresh manure is concerned 
with a lot of bedding in it on very 
light sandy soil. We have yet to see 
any land in the cotton belt ever made 
“thirsty” by too much manure. Our 
folks are too economical, as yet, in 
both production and use of manure to 
incur any serious danser of “thirsty” 
land in the garden. 

If manure is short, scrape up all the 
leose top dirt around the barn lot, 
along with what manure you have and 
ean get, and spread it evenly over the 
garden. If there is a wood lot handy 
and leaves on the ground, rake them 
up and put them on the garden. Any- 
thing of this kind makes vegetable 
matter, makes the soil drain easier in 
wet times, and makes it told moisture 
better in dry times. 


The Werk to Be Done Now. 


Do this fencing and manuring now 
while field work is largely at a stand- 
still. If it isn’t done now, it won't 
be done this year, for once the op- 
portunity for field work comes it is 
usually good-by to the garden until 
cotton and corn are planted, and the 
best of the early gardening season is 
ast. Turn the manure and trash un- 
er as early as it is safe to plow and 
turn it under as deep as you can. lt 1s

the long run.

all the clods and lumps. Followin 
the cultivator should come the han 
rake and the nearer the surface of the 
arden is worked down to ash-heap 
ineness, the easier, quicker and more 
certain the seed germination and the 
more rapidly the plants grow off. 
Some Constitution readers are going 
to say, “It’s too durn much trouble to 
fix. things up like that.” Certainly it 
takes trouble to fix things right, but 
it pays in results. If there were more 
cotton patches fixed and tended in 
a good garden-like way, we should ‘see 
more two to three bale per acre crops. 
This brings the preparation up to 
seed planting time. The arrangement 
and divisions of the garden are de- 
pendent almost entirely on the taste 
and desires of the family to be served 
by the particular garden, and no fixed 
rules can be laid down in the mat- 
ter. It is well to have a considerable 
variety, however, and in planning out 
this feature it is well to remember 
that some kinds mature quickly and are 
soon used up and it is usually de- 
sirable to plant the slower maturing 
sorta in regulation aistance rows with 
quicker maturing sorts in rows in be-
